7 lie Collation of all the wn 
preſerved in this Library had been complet- 
ed, as I intimated in a former Account. 
But in the courſe of the paſt year, an acci- 
dental circumſtance placed another Septua- 

gint-MS. in the Library of the Grand Duke. 
Of this the Canon Bandini ſent me intelli- 
gence. His letter, dated Aug. 25, 1798, 
did not reach me till ſeveral months ſubſe- 
quent to its date; and therefore much time, 
which might have been ſpent to advantage in 
collating this MS. was unavoidably loſt. Of 
the Ms. itſelf, the Canon's letter contains 
the ne repreſentation:
